3. Regarding claim 1 , Applicant correctly points out the distinctions between the 
pending claim and prior art of record in which the cited references cannot teach or 
suggest " generating control signals in a first ICD for resetting driver circuitry therein in a 



phased manner., " and " generating an inter-lCD reset control signal in said first ICD for 
transmission to said second ICD . . . " and " resetting driver circuitry in said second ICD 
upon receiving inter-ICD reset control signal . 



4. Regarding claim 9, Applicant correctly points out the distinctions between the 
pending claim and prior art of record in which the cited references cannot teach or 
suggest " produces control signals in a first ICD to reset driver circuitry therein in a 
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phased manner. . . " and " produces an inter-ICD reset control signal in said first ICD that 
is transmitted to said second ICD . . . " and " said inter-ICD reset control signal operating 
to reset driver circuitry in said second ICD ". 

5. Regarding claim 17, Applicant correctly points out the distinctions between the 
pending claim and prior art of record in which the cited references cannot teach or 
suggest " means for generating control signals in a first ICD for resetting driver circuitry 
therein in a phased manner. . . " and " means for generating an inter-ICD reset control 
signal in said first ICD for transmission to said second ICD . . . " and said inter-ICD reset 
control signal operating to reset driver circuitry in said second ICD ".
